RESCUERS 
BOAT DISTRESS 


After Cargo Shifts, 


Seattle, Wash., Nov. 29.—()— Radio 
advices received here tonight said that 
one of six vessels rushing to the ‘as- 
Sistance of the helpless’ British 
freighter Chief Maquilla had reached 
the stricken craft and was standing 
by. The Chief Maquilla probably will 
be towed to Dutch Harbor, Alaska. 

Listing badly, her engine room 
flooding and her pumps useless, the 
freighter was completely out of con- 
trol of her eight British officers and 
her crew of 32 Chinese.

The discovery that the Illinols waterway project; 


fs obstructed by lack of sufficient funds for its 
completion is discburaging. We had been assured 
that this section of the Lakes-Gulf channel would 
be opened to transportation early in 1931 and we 
had hoped that under Mr. Emmerson’s administra- 
tion the work might be speeded to even earlier 
Completion. Midwest industry has taken this ex- 
pected development in transportation into account. 
Many enterprises have made definite adjustments 
on the anticipation of an assured completion date. 
The prospect of delay is intolerable, 

Incompetent management must be charged to 
Gov. Small's waterway program, but criticism does 
not give solution of the botched job. There is a 
solution by which. the project may be carried 
out on schedule, perhaps ahead of schedule, and 
whieh may produce better results. 

William E. Mulvihill; qypervisor of the Illinois 
waterway construction under Gov, Small, has ad- 
mitted that the state cannot finish the projects 
between Lockport and Starved Rock out of the 
original $20,000,000 authorization.

Sir Austen Chamberlain, the British foreign min- 
ister, is home again from his travel in search of 
health and much impreved. California will note 
that he says the climate did much of it, which 
will be some consolation in days when with one 
thing and another considerable is to be desired on 
the golden coast. Mr. Chamberlain will need his 
health. John Steele of THz Trrev.ve in London 
reports that he plunged immediately “ into a study 
of the two outstanding questions—the Anglo- 
Americah naval relations and the German repara- 
tions problem.” 
The friendly hope that Sir Austen is in top 
form physically and mentally is moderated by the 
thought that if he is he may get the United 
States to give up its proposed cruisers and to 
collect all its war debts from Germany instead 
of from the debtors. Califormla may have been 
much too good, 

The British minister went through the Carib 
bean and the Panama canal. He observed the 
British naval bases lying off the American trade 
route, and it is said that he realizes how irritating | 
and dangerous they must seem to the United 
States, but that there does not appear to be any- 
thing to do about it. Fag one thing the British 
subjects. on the islands may have a profound dis- 


jects as to the eighteenth amendment, and the 
black subjects as to the fourteenth and fifteenth. 


British prestige would not permit an agreement 
to n real ‘estate deal which changed any of its 
people from the status of subjects to that of 
slaves. 
This point has been considered in the United 
States, and it may not be 2s serious as it seems. 
We do not insist even in the Ameri continental 
domain on the equalitarian application of law, 
and the constitution. The same ideas of democracy 
need riot apply in Wisconsin and South Carolina. 
The franchise may be one thing in one state and 
another in the other. The Volstead act hasn't the 
same force in Louisiana, Idaho, Georgia or Cal. 
fornia that it has in New York, Maryland, Illinois, 
Indiana or Ohio. 
It ean be agreed that nothing but the navy de- 
partment ts extended into the West Indies. Our 
prohibitionists might be willing to take the islands 
if only to give them the Volstead act, but being 
also pacifists might object to taking navy bases 
on any terms, their doctrine being that if there 
are navy bases anywhere near the American coast 
some other power should have them. There would 
be thig inner conflict with uncertain outcome, Mr. 
Steele says that the easy going British rule 
leaves the inhabitants to do much as they please.” 
That condition would probably convince the prohi- 
bitiofiiste that the islands ought to be taken 
whether the British want to part with them or 
not. Inhabitants doing pretty much as they please 
are not to be tolerated.

MANIU TRUSTS THE PEOPLE.

Julia Maniu, the Transylvania lawyer who has 
become premier of Roumania, is a new type leader 
in the Balkans. Those raised to authority in any 
one of the countries composing the perennial trouble 
zone of Burope rarely have represented the masses. 
When they did, a reluctance invariably manifested 
itself when it came to letting the people speak for 
themselves. This was not always indicative of 
selfish design on the part of the officials. The tradi- 
tion of centuries, that the masses were unfitted to 
discriminate in deciding policies of state, guided 
even those who sincerely wished to aid the com- 
mopers., It is not so with Manu. 


The spokesman for the peasants of Roumania be- | 


lieves that democracy can be made workable in that 
nation, instead of being used as camouflage for the 
rule of cliques. Should he retain power after the 
coming parliamentary elections—and on that point he 
displays the utmost confidence, despite the tremen- 
dous effort the opposition is to make—a decentraliza- 
tion of the government is contemplated. Provinces 
are to have more to Say about their local affairs, 
There is to be @ full and ‘frank discussion of all is- 
sues that arise. That the peasants are often illiter- 
ate, and untutored in the ways of democracy, Maniu 
concedes, He trusts their instinct for justice and 
Convi that time will vindicate his bstimate of 
the capacity of the masses to learn and to decide 
wisely, Maniu foresees the lifting of what he terms 
“the curse of Baikanism” from Roumania. If he 
can achieve that the premier will have made à con- 
tribution to the histery of his country, and that of 
Europe, of lasting import.

herring is the fatter fish it is somewhat 
richer in these vitamins, for the quality ~ 
desiréd is found mostly in the fat. 

So far as vitamin B is concerned 
neither of these foods is rich in it. How- 
ever, the mixture of growth vitamins in 
them was rich enough and abundant 
enough to keep rats to which herring 
and haddock were fed, growing, thriv- 
ing, and propagating. Herring wes 
somewhat superior to haddock as a rat 
food. 

But we must not lose sight of otber 
qualities of food substances in our anx- 
iety for vitamins. The proteins of ber- 
ring and haddock are abundant enough - 
and they are of good quality. A combi- 
nation of bread and other cereal foods 
with herring or haddock makes a very 
good one. The proteins of the fish bal- 
ance very well with the food elements 
of cereals. Herring especially compared 


very favorably with steak and liver as. | 


a source of proteins to balance bread. 
and other cereals. As a balance for 
legumes the proteins of these fish were 
not so good. The value of haddock and 
herring, measured by calories, compared 
very favorably with that of other meats, 
They contain a little more moisture and 
that lowers the calory content but, on 
the other hand, they are richer in fats 
than lean meats, and that raises it. 
Whether the meat or the fish is higher 
in calories depends very much upon 
how much fat is eaten with the lean. | 

Both herring and haddock should be 
comparatively rich in iodine and thus 
be protective against goiter troubles. 
They contain about as much mineral 
matter as other forms of meat. Palata- 
bility and even digestibility are depend- 
ent on methods of cooking and other 
preparation and on the taste of the 
individual.

Schools Train Less Engineers, 


but More Market Finders 


BY LEON STOLZ. 


A vast amount of writing and cath 
has been devoted to the passing of 


the classics in higher education, but 


relatively little attention has hecn pali. 


another change of perhaps greater 
significance for the nation’s future. 
Recent compilations leave little doubt 
that the proportion of students en- 
rolled in engineering courses is dimin- 
ishing with considerable rapidity. 

The figures at hand are those of the 
land-grant colleges which provide the 


bulk of engineering training in this | 


country. These colleges in the aca- 
demic year, 1925-26 had a total en- 
rollment of 142,779 students, of whom 
34 per cent were pursuing courses in 
arts and sciences; 21 per cent were in 
the various engineering schools; 9 per 
cent were studying agriculture; 9 per 
cent were taking business courses: 6 
per cent were preparing to become 
teachers; 6 per cent were preparing 
for the other professions; 5 per cent 
were specializing in home economics 
and 8 per cent were unclassified. 


No Growth in Engineering. 

Since 1920, all courses show a gain 
in percentage of students, except en- 
gineering, agriculture and home econ- 
omics. The greatest loss, 6 per cent, 
was registered by engineering. Agri- 
culture lost 5 per cent and home econ- 
omics 2 per cent. There appears to be 
a trend away from technology toward 
specialized training in business and 
what for lack of a better name can 
be called “ general culture.”’ 

I asked a distinguished engineer 
what he made of these figures. 

Maybe,“ he repled, we are be- 
coming a nation of racketeers— men 
who make their living less with their 
brains and hands than with their wits. 


we maybe that isn’t nearly as bad 
it sounds. 
A generation or two ago the most 
virile, the most adventurous, and the 
most imaginative young men in the 
country were becoming engineers. We 
were closer then to the great era of 
railroad building and mining and w 
were on the verge of great Gerding 
ments in electrical science, in building 
construction, 


a young man with ambition 
capital. 

Today we have all the engineers 
We can use for most purposes. What 
the nation appears to need most is 
men trained fh business, who can find 
markets for the things we engineers 
know how to produce cheaply and in 
enormous quantities.”

Types of the assembled chains are 
the most common. They consist of 
chains put together by the purchase 
of various units in the same or differ- 
ent communities, but generally with- 
out any established wholesale division 
about which to operate.
